LONDON (UP)—Moscow 
today as an ‘‘unbridled 
plotting an attack on Communi 

The bitter Soviet condemnation | 
of the United States appeared in 
an editorial in the official Mos- 
cow newspaper Pravda and was 
broadcast by radio Moscow. 

It came less than 24 hours after 
the Soviets had replied to the 
Big Three western powers’ latest 
proposals for a _ four-power 
“peace” conference on the main | 
issues dividing the east and west. 

The Soviet reply was not dis- 
closed.. However, Moscow dis- 
patches said it protiably re-stated 
the Soviet position that rearma- 
ment of western Germany must 
stop any agenda for Big Four 
talks, but added that other topics 
could be discussed later. 

Moscow reports indicated that 
Russia nevertheless is unlikely to 
consent to 
war and other Far Eastern prob- 
lems unless Communist China 
also takes part. 

Pravda provided the first offi- 
cial Russian reaction to the 
United Nations General As- 
sembly’s condemnation of Com- 
munist China as an “aggressor” 
in Korea

THANKS THE PUBLIC 

It is now apparent, from reports 

ich have been received from 
masters in al] parts of the country, that 
over the recent’ Christmas period, the 
public co-operated as never before with 
the posta] service in early mailing of 
their Christmas gifts and greetings. 

This co-operation has been deeply 
appreciated, It indicates there is a wide- 
spread understanding of the problems 
which the post office faces in the Christ 
mas rush and a general readiness to 
assist the posta] service in meeting them 

In its preparations for handling the 
heavy mailings, which again set a new 
record in volume, the department took 
on 26,000 temporary employees. These 
temporary employees did a good job, 
although many of them had had no pre- 
vious experience in posta] work. Even 
this enlarged organization, however 
would have been unable to dispose of 
the heavy mailings before Christmas 
without the effective co-operation of the 
public. Because mail was posted well 
in advance of Christmas Day, in most

Another mistake is to use a 
variety which is unsuited to the 
soil in which it is to be grown. 
While a potato will grow almost 
anywhere it will give a good 
yield only when conditions are 
favorable. It loves a friable 
loam with plenty of humus, and 
for this reason 
newly-turned sod land. 

Of all soils, a stiff, wet, cold 
clay is possibly the worst, and 
anything which will improve 
the condition of such a soil will 
improve the crop
